STATE TREATY OBLIGATIONS ONLY 1.2% OF NATIONAL 
INCOME. In a recent statement on the subject ofthe cost 
to Austria of the State Treaty, Undersecretary Bruno Kreisky 
declared that, in addition to annual deliveries of merchan- 
dise to the Soviet Union in the amourt of 25 million dollars 
over a period of six years, Austria had to supply Russia with 
nearly 20 million dollars worth of petroleum annually, for a 
period of 10 years. To this, he indicated, must be added the 
amounts needed for establishing the Federal Army and for 
modernizing the ‘‘USIA’”’ plants. Undersecretary Kreisky 
estimated Austria’s gross national income for the current 
year at approximately 100 billion schillings and the costs 
arising from the State Treaty at approximately 1.2 billion, 
so that the latter figure represents some 1.2% of the national 
income.

The Minister stated further that the increase in the pro- 
portions of the budget by approximately 3 billion schillings, 
as compared with the previous year, can therefore not be 
interpreted as the beginning of an inflationary tendency but 
must rather be considered as further progress along the road 
of Austrian economic development. He said that the new 
budget is an expression of firm intention to maintain the 
stability of the currency, for which a balanced budget is the 
most essential and decisive prerequisite. 


BREAKDOWN OF 1956 BUDGET. The Austrian budget for 
1956 provides for regular receipts in the amount of 26 bil- 
lion schiliings and regular expenditures in the amount of 
26.9 billion (plus special expenditures amounting to 0.94 
billion).

AUSTRIAN EXPORTS MORE THAN DOUBLE PREWAR 
LEVEL. During the first half of 1955, Austrian exports 
represented a value of 8.4 billion schillings, as against 
7.5 billion during the same period of 1954. Compared with 
the year 1937, Austrian exports — converted in terms of 
1937 prices more than doubled. Even though raw 
materials iron, steel, copper, ore, fertilizers etc.) 
continue to play an important role in Austrian export trade, 
more than half of Austria’s present-day export receipts are 
accounted for by semi-finished and finished goods. 


DIRECT PASSENGER FLIGHTS BETWEEN NEW YORK AND 
VIENNA. Effective October 31, Pan American Airways 
instituted direct flight service between New York and 
Vienna, via Munich and Frankfurt. The craft used on this 
new line are four-engine Transatlantic planes of the DC-6b 
type. There are four flights per week in each direction. 


AUSTRIAN VERSION OF THE VOLKSWAGEN SLATED FOR 
NEXT SUMMER. According to reports in the Austrian press, 
the Steyr-Daimler-Puch Works in Graz, Styria, are planning 
assembly-line production of a low-price car by the summer 
of 1956. The initial rate of production is expected to be 
1,000 cars per month. The vehicle will feature a rear four- 
stroke motor with two opposed pistons and a piston dis- 
placement of .13 gallons. It will have a maximum speed of 
about 60 m.p.h. and a horsepower of 17 HP. The price of 
the newcar is expected to be about 20,000 schillings ($770).

SERIOUS INCREASE IN VIENNA TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS. 
The steady development of motorization in Austria, and es. 
pecially in Vienna, has led to such a serious rise in the 
accident curve that the Austrian television network recently 
decided to present a series of programs entitled ‘‘Checkmat- 
ing Death.’’ The nurmose of the programs is to contribute t 
reducing the dangers of the highways. Whereas, to take one 
example, the number of vehicles in the whole of Austria has 
increased by only 61% since 1952, the number of accidents 
has increased by 160%. At the present time, the annual acci- 
dent figure is approximately 65,000 for 540,000 vehicles 
Some 1,400 of these accidents are fatal. 

INTERNATIONAL MIDDLE-CLASS INSTITUTE MEETS IN 
VIENNA. The 1955 meeting of the International Middle-Class 
Institute, which was attended by delegates from 10 European 
nations, was held in Vienna at the end of October. Discus- 
sion at the meeting centered on problems of tax reductions 
in the interests of the middle-class as well as o.. the ef- 
fects of the over-all tax system on the typical middle-class 
professions. 


CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


AICS 1956 CONGRESS TO BE HELD IN VIENNA. The tenth 
annual congress of the International Association for Scienti- 
fic Films (A.I.C.S.) will be held in Vienna from Sept. 24-29 
1956. At the recently concluded 1955 general meeting of the 
organization, Professor Adolf Huebl, head of the Main Aus- 
trian Office for Photography and Educational Films, 
elected Vice-President of the A.I.C.S. in recognition 
Austria’s achievements in the field of scientific films. 


ADDITIONAL GERMAN-LANGUAGE COURSES IN SALZ.- 
BURG. In 1956, in response to great international interest 
the ‘‘International Vacation Courses in Salzburg,’’ (1 Resi- 
denzplatz, Salaburg), are for the first time organizing special 
classes outside the regular summer vacation courses for the 
purpose of teaching foreigners the German language and in 
troducing them to Austrian culture.

GENERAL STUDIES CURRICULUM RESTORED AT GRAZ 
UNIVERSITY. A general studies curriculum has been re- 
instated at Graz University for this winter’s session. The 
purpose of the program is to reintroduce the present-day 
student, who is becoming more and more of a specialist, to 
important interrelations. These ‘‘General Studies’’ embrace 
four different groups of subject matter, covering problems 
like ‘‘Science and Education,’’ ‘‘The Philosophical Orien- 
tation of the University Student,’’ ‘‘Ethics and Economics’’ 
and ‘‘The Relationship between the Sexes.’’ 
ETHNOLOGY FOR SCHOOLCHILDREN. The Ethnological 
Museum in Vienna is attempting to make the teachings of 
ethnology, a subject which is not part of the curriculum of 
Austrian schools, available to schoolchildren through their 
teachers. To this end the Museum has instituted a series of 
lectures on ‘‘Ethnology and Human Dignity’’ for school- 
teachers to give them up-to-date information on the culture, 
history and customs of the primitives. 


CARNATION DYE AS REMEDY AGAINST NIGHT BLIND- 
NESS. After years of experimenting, Austrian chemists have 
recently succeeded in cultivating a special type of carna- 
tion yieiding a dyestuff which, when processed as a drug, 
has the capacity of increasing the ability of the human eye 
to see at night. At the present time, large-scale series of 
tests (with the substance) are being carried out with per- 
sons whose professions require particularly good night 
vision, especially members of the Federal Army and trans- 
portation companies.

DECREASE IN VIENNA MOVIE ATTENDANCE. According 
to the latest statistical surveys, 533,302 (or 82%) Vienna 
households own radios. The same survey indicates decreas- 
ing attendance at motion-picture houses. Whereas in 1946 
movie attendance was over 51 million and in 1949 over 49 
million, (in 1954 it had fallen to 48.3 million.) On the other 


hand, the theaters and concert halls have registered an jp. 
crease after the drop from their record season of 1945-4¢ 
(4,175,200) to the 1949-50 season, with its greatest low; 
date (2,411,500). During the past season the number 
theatergoers was 2,731,300 and that of the concert audiences 
was 227,000. Last year there were over 2.5 million specta- 
museums also shows a marked increase: during the pas:
